‘| PLAGUE RATS. | 
(iith May.) + , 

Although the majority-of people are quite 
convinced that one of the main factorr ip 
the propagation of plague is through the 
medium of rats, there still remains a section 
_ of people who are sceptics on: the point. 
In o letter, whieh appears in a Bombay 
paper of recent date, a correspondent pro- 
tests against the extermination of rats on the 
ground that it occasions a panic amonget 
othe residents, Although ‘he states that he 
does not ask that rat killing should be stop- 
_ ped, yet it is evident that he has little sym 
pathy with it, In the first place, he states 
that “it is neither. decided that rats bring 
the bacilli of plague into a house and thus 
infect it nor that rats are more susceptible 
to plague than other creatures.” One would 
think that these points had been so clearly 
demonstrated that no thinking person could 
fail to realise that rat extermination is the 
first essentinl in the crusade against plague. 
Every day in the week rats are drought. 
to the Bacteriological Institute, which 
on dissection exhibit all the. features of 
plague infection. “The signs of the disease 
-are most clearly marked, ahd the authorities 
would be seriously wanting in their duty if 
they failed ta take heed of the fact that rats, 
if allowed to breed ‘and infest the crowded 
tenements of the more congested quarters 
of the city, would bring about a condition 
of things similar to what. prevailed in Hong- 
Kong a dozen years ago. Plague is such 
an insidious disease and so difficult to locatc 
in the first stages that every niethod must be 
adopted whereby it‘ will be prevented from 
getting .a foothold in this Colony. “When 
* — bubonie plague broke out in Glasgow some 
: years ago, it, was only after the most strenuous 
efforts that the city was cleansed of the 
scourge. And that in.2 community where 
an enlightened ‘population . seconded the 
Jabour of the sanitary department to the 
utmost of their abilily. .How much greater 
-” ig the danger of the disease spreading in a 
Colony;like Hongkong, situated as it is nest 
door to an ignorant and haphazard city like 
Canton? It is only’by the most unremitting 
toil and vigilance that the disease can be 
held in check, and one of the principal fac- 
tdra in the’ prevention of the spread: of 
the plague is the extermination of rate. 
Our contemporary, the Bombay Gasette, re- 
marks in this conneciion: ‘In no: case 
should. rat poison be distributed in a 
. district until due precautions have. been 
taken to see that there shall be no resulting 
panic from the discovery of dead rats, But 
against the insinuation that the destruction 
of rata, has no proved value in fighting 
Jague, we. must emphatically protest, But

In many quarters to the destruction of rats, 
the stamping out, of plague would become 

far more easy matter.” With these ab- 
servations we entirely concur, and although 
the conditions in Bombny are entirely 
"Alfferent to those in.

tial to the eradication of the disease applies 
equally to both places, It shows, how- 
evor, tHe contorted views which unscientific,

The deceased 
picked up the basket, which was in his 
way, to put it aside, and the ‘wind blew it 
overboard, Witness did not ses his brother 
throw the basket overboard. The first de- 
fendant, who was in the coal bunk, accused 
deceased of throwing his basket away.

Apparently this is the month for outrages, 
for up to the present no less than four murders 
have been commitied in Hongkong during May, 
and yet another comes fram the eastern end of 
the City. “Some days igo, A report was made to 
the police that a hawker, who sells cloth at 
Wanchai, had been missjng for a few days, 
The description of the man was taken and to- 
formation telephoned to the different: stations. 
two days passed and nothing further was 
heard of the missing hawker, although a strict 
watch was kept by the police. On Saturday’ 
morning last, at about § o'clock, Inspector 
Fincher, of the Sanitary Department, entered 
Wd: 2 Police Station and reported to the officer 
in charge that whilst on duty in Nullah Lane 
he was called in by some coolies to remove a 
dead body. The sanitary inspector entered the 
house, No. 90, which is unocctipied, with his 
informers, and in the middle of the floor there 


blood. He, left the house without touching the 
hady, suspedting that this was a case of foul 
play,and reported the matter in the proper chan- 
nel. Inspector Gourlay, accompanied Inspector 
Fincher, went back to the house in question 
and examined the carpse.,. There were three 
nasty gashes on the side of the face and a 
number on his arms. Beside the pool of blood 
and close by the dead man’s side lay anaxe, 
besmeared with blood. An ambulance was 
summoned and the body removed to the 
Morgue. There the body was further examined, 
and it was ascertained that the man had been 
lead for about thirty hours, and the hody was 
slightly decomposed, The'people who made 
the report of the missing hawker were sum- 
moned to the mortuary and identified the dead 
maa as their fosi—the missing man, whose 
name they gave as Wong Chong, residing at 
No, 40, Pee} Street. The owner of the house, 
where the murder was committed, was inter- 
viewed by the police, as to who were the occu- 
piers. Ste stated that some days ago, two men, 
who looked like carpenters, went to her to take 
the house, ‘The price was mutually arranged 
and they informed the landlady that it was 
Ureir intention of erecting some cubicles in 
‘the house. She heard nothing more about 
the men, The locality in which this mur- 
der was ‘committed is so situated = that 
a brugal act might bs perpetrated without ‘any- 
body's khowledge. it is surmised that the 
murder of the cloth hawker was premeditated, 
and the house waa eogaged solely for that 
purpose. A“ bait” was put at the entrance 
ofthe Lane, and when the deceased hawker 
was passing, he was ‘called and informed that 
the tenants of house No. 90 wanted to huy 
some clothes. Unsuspectingly the hawker as- 
cended the steps, with his load on his shoulder, 
knocked at the door and was admitted. The 
carpenters. must have attacked the deceased 
with their carpentering tools on admitting him, 
for they got away with the deceased man's 
load of cloth, valued at $30, and on finding the 
body, it was seen that his pockets had been 
rifled, and $10 in smali change stolen. “After 
they had performed their dastardly deed, the: 
vanished. The occupiers of the flat below said, 
on being questioned by the police, that they 
heard no noise when the murder was said to 
have been commitied nor did they see any cloth

7H& DEATH OF MISS ROBINSON. 
Writing under date Chinkiang, 25th April, 
the correspondent ol the WV. C. 22, News says:— 
Miss M. E. Robinsoo, of the Northern 
Methodist Episcopal Misson, died here catlyon 
the morning of Friday, the 20th, inst. She was 
born‘ in Michigan, U. >, A., on. the 29th of 
April, 1840. Prior to, coming to China Miss 
Robinson taught school in several places in 
America and was teaching in the High School 
of Albion, Mich, when she decided to come lo 
China as a missionary. She arrived in Chin- 
kieng inthe spring of 1884. The Methodists had 
only a small day-school for gisls at that time, 
and this Miss Robinsion organised into a board- 
-ing-school, Its first home was in a cow stable 
in a crowded section of the Concession. Later 
it was moved to the present building on the 
hill which accommodates sixty pupils of 
various ages, She has given 22 years of her’ 
life to this school and has niade an abound- 
ing ‘success of it, The last work of, her, 
life, just before she was’ taken sick, was 
the preparation of a short history of her 
school, | have copied some facts about 
the’ school fram this sketch which will be of in- 
terest to her friends and to others interested in 
the Chnstinn education of -China’s girlhood. 
“The faculty of the schoo! consisted of Miss 
Robinson and Miss Grace Crooks, who came 
out in (904, one Chinese gentleman, Mr. Tung, 
a graduate of Mr. Mateer’s school in Shantung 
and six women, graduates of the school, The 
course of study ‘covers twelve years and in- 
cludes the three departments of Primary, Inter:

HONGKUAG'S DRAINAGE | . 
“SYSTEM. : 
end 
A CRITICISM FROM PENANG. 

~ Witing on the subject of drainage in-Penang, 
the Struts 'Hcko hos certain references to 
Hongkong which will be read with interest: 
Our drainage system is not a preity one (says 
the Penang journal) but: it is undoubtedly sa- 
nitary. Our drains are left open day and night 
to those best of -ali disinfectants, sunlight and 
air, with the result that we are not poisoned by 
foul emanations, as is the case in mangodn and 
Hongkong. Rangoon, we are ‘told on the au- 
thority of a contemporary of that town, rejoices 
ina system of underground drainage. Leaky 
pipes have led to the poisoning of the soil of 
practically the whole town by escaping sewage, 
and now the. medical folk know not which 
way to turm to check the advance of the 
various filth diseases by which: the town 
is threatened, In Hongkong they have a 
wonderful underground system of drainage 
which they call the “separate system.” Its 
chief peculiarity is that one lot of drains carries 
off sewage and another lot:storm water, Un: 
fortunately, experience has shown that just.as 
much sewage finds ils way into the stormwater 
drains as into the real sewers and the result is 
disastrous. With an Underground ‘system of 
drainage nobody becomes aware of a mishap 
in the shape of a blockage or leak until it 
makes itsell apparent by poisoning the sur- 
rounding atmosphere; here, with our surface 
system, a blocked drain floods the road, the 
nearest resident sees that the obstruction is 
removed and we do not suffer from unseen 
evils. | . ‘ »

JAPAN Tha TRADE. 
PROSPECTS FOR THE COMING SEASON, 


~ An interesting communication appears in 
the /f/ on the prospects of the tea’ market in, 
Shizuoka Prefecture, during the season just 
opened.. The plantation 1s iu excellent con- 
dition, says the writer, and it is generally 
expected that good picking will result, In the 
western Enshu -(Totomi Frovince) it is be- 
lieved that the market will be from 10 to 20 
per cent. higher than last year, and in the 
eastero Sunshu (Suruga Province) jo to 40 per. 
cent. higher, ‘The price of firewood, charcoal, 
and other articles. necessary for producing tea 
ruling higher than last year, the cost of produc-_ 
tion will increase, counteracted, however, to 
some extent by the abundartice of labour, all 
the men who were called out for military 
service having now returned. ¥ 

The increase of taxation since the war has 
aroused the farmers, continues this writer, and 
they are determined to work harder than ever! 
This fact indicates the activity of the tea:mar- 
ket. .On the other hand, dealers in tea for, ex- 


quiet, as if unconscious of the near approach of 
the seaton, They maintain it is impossible for 
them to handie new season tea before a large 
stock has been disposed of abroad: Middle- 
men, who have dealings with mercHants in 
Yokohama or in the interior say that they burnt 
their fingers last year, and they are now deter- 
mined to do business in their localities. Drief- 
ly, tea-producers are generally animated, but 
metchants remain very quiet.. Some believe 
that, men having returned from Manchuria, 
there will be abundance of labour and wages 
will subsequently be cheaper. Others, more 
practical and better intormed, are inclined to 
think that labour cannot possibly be any 
cheaper this year. These point out that during 
the war old and young alike worked hard, 
bearing in mind the hardships, and difficulties 
the soldicis experienced at the front. Now that 
all those men have retumed, the old people. 
will rest and the younger ones be sent to school 
or employed in household affairs, The only 
diflerence this year as regards labour will be 
the absence of the old and young people, and 
wages will probably not be in any way uffected. 

Girls: for picking are getting scarcer and 
scarcer every year, as employment for women 
in the towns is rapidly increasing. In some 
localities, the women and girls are engaged ia 
.the sericu'tural industry, and in other placés 
they are employed ia hemotitching handker- 
chiefs or making lace. These iadustries now 
find ‘their way into remote Villages, and can 
easily be learned by girls. After a few days 
tuttion and practice they are able to earn some 
zosenaday, Tea-producers have been can- 
vassing for girls for leaf-picking by their agents 
in different places, but with little success. The 
girls are paid about 7 sen for every kwamme 
of leaf picked, and a girl cau pick only from 
three to fourkwammeaday. In some places 
13 sen and more is paid for one kwamme, bul 
without obtaining sufficient labour. The wages 


| of tea-workers is 50 sen a day, in addition ta 


17 sen for food and about #5 sen for charcoal, 
paste, &c. The quantity of tea prepared per 
man a day is one kwamme if best grade, one 
kwamme and two-fiftha of medium, and one 
kwamme and a half of common.—/apan 
Chronicle. fe :

AN INTERESTING RELIC, | 


The Admiral's flag of the flagship Affdasa is 
now on view at the Yasukuni Shrine in Tokio, 
and is so blackened that the original white and 
red stripes are indistinguishable. Attached to 
the flag, which is full of shot-holes, is the 
foilowing inscription :—~ 

"This is the flag hoisted by Admiral Togo 
during the campaign against Russia. Ja the 
battles outside Port Arthur, in the Yellow Sea 
and the Japan Sea, the sfidusa was always at 
the head ofthe Fleet, and in-each battle the 
enemy concentrated his fire upon the flagship. 
At the height of the fighting in ‘the battle of 
the Japan Sea on May 27th, 1905; poets 
from the enemy's guns were poured into the 
‘Mikasa, The mainmast carrying the flag fell, | 
and the flag was refastened on tho top of the 
broken mast, It is strange’ that the mast was 
broken at the very point were it was damaged 
in the-battle of the: Yellow Sea, August roth, 
‘1934. This flag is now placed in a frame made 
out of a portion of the broken mast.”—/apan 
Chronicle, .

ADVOCATE FOR AMERICAN COMMERCE. 


A San Francisco contemporary of 7th April 
says:--Mr. Amos Parker Wilder, newly ap- 
pointed Consul-General for the United States 
at Hongkong, arrived’ in San Francisco last 
night with his wife and family, They will 
sail to-day for the Orient. . 

Consul-General Wilder declared last night 

that he ‘was not in a position-to talk about 
Chisiese affairs because be had not yet become 
acquainted with them, ‘I will do all that T 
can for American commerce," he said, “ That 
is ta be the main object of my work. I cannot 
discuss the boycott, nor the tioubles of the 
ruling dynasty because I have never been in 
China and only know what I have read and 
heard.” 
_ The new Consal was delighted with what he 
saw in California, It is his first trip to the 
Golden State. ‘I was amazed at the beauties 
of the Sierras,” be exclaimed, “and I did not 
think of China when I was passing over them, 
I sec now why tourists are deserting Flori- 
da for California. Florida is dull and.oncvent- 
{dl compared with your State. Her landscape 
is not nearly 6o pleasing, nor is her climate so 
invigorating. ‘The people of Florida are com- 
plaining bitterly of the inroads that California 
is making on her tourist trade, Many of the 
large Florida hotels found ‘this year that their 
winter business had greatly decreased.” ~ 

Consul-General Wilder who atrived on the 
7th inst., by the 8.3. Sideréa, takes the post left 
vacant by the resignation of General E. 5. 
Bragg, who left for America on. Apri! 17. 
ihe new appointee has been for many years a 
resident of Madison, Wis., and has edited the 
Wisconsin State Journal.

FRENCH INTERESTS IN 
SOUTHERN CHINA. - 
——_»——— . 
fl. E. Liu Shao-nien, Governor of Kwangsi 
province, has sent a dispatch to the Waiwupu 
charging the French from Tongking with 
promiscuously invading non-trenty towns in 
Kwangsi and establishing hongs and godowns 
in them, even going so far as to purchase se- 
cretly Jand from private individuals without 
the authoriaation of the local officials,-all of 
which are in violation of the Chinese treaties 
with France. The Governor‘aska the Waiwu- 
pu to lodge a strong protest with the French 
Government and states that he, himself, intends 
to address the French Consul! in Kweilin, the 
provincial capital; at the same time he suggests 
to the Waiwupu that some arrangement should 
be come to with the French Government by 
which a limit must be set to the number of 
French troops, quartered at present in the treaty 
pont of Lungchow, near the Kwangsi-Tongking 
borders. These troops, by the way, were intro- 
duced into Kwaogst. when the recent insur- 
rection in that province was at its height, two’ 
years ago, on the plea that they were necessary 
for the protection of French trade io that port 
of Kwangsi, allhough a brigade of disciplined 
troops from’ Hupeb had been sent to Lung- 
chow for that very purpose.—-V; C. D. News.

OPENING OF. A NEW STEAMSHIP SERVICE. 


The Nippon Yusen Kaisha; which has under 
contemplation’ the opening of several. new 
-steamship lines, has now, it is said, decided to’ 
commence A fortnightly service between Hong- . 
kong and Bangkok, Writing with’ reference:' 
to this subject, the Nicht-Wichi says that the: 
Siamese trade is now almost monopolised by. 
Germany, while Japan has been entirely ex- 
cluded from the field. Of ‘the. steamship’ 
tonnage of 514,002: that entered Bangkok in 
1904, 63,003 tons were British, and 87,000 tons 
Norwegian, whilo the tonnage of German ships- 
amounted to 323,009 tons, or more than 6o per 
cent. of the total, The total foreign trade of | 
Siam for 1904 was only: 75 million yen, com- 
posed of 3§ million yen imports and 4o million - 
yen exports, Although these figures. are not 
large, the foreign trade of Siam.has been -mak- 
ing remarkable progress during the last few. 
years. The amount of silk fabrics, straw braid, 
porcelain, and other Japanese articles directly 
Imported into Siam from Japan in’ 1905 was. | 
only about Y100,000, but a considerable quanti- 
ty of Japanese goods were imported from 
Hongkong nid Singapore, The value of Japan- 
ese matches, for instance, imported into Sam 
in 1905 in this manner is estimated at Y500,000, , 
andthe indirect import of Japanese coal is also 
very considerable, The total amount of Japan- 
ese articles brought intS Siam during 1905,° 
directly and indirectly, is estimated at not less |, 
than Y§,790,000. : Tae 

Turning to the. importation of Siamese 
‘articles into Japan, it will be observed 
that the figures for fast year reached 
Y5,700,0co, the - principal goods iniported 
being tice and teak-wood. This shows a 
reat-advance as compared with , previous, 
yenrs, Yet, despite the fact that the futare of 
Siamese trade is very promising, no Japanese , 
ship owner has hitherto devoted any attention 
in this direction: The. steamship service bee, 
tween’ Hoogkong and Bangkok af present is 
irregular, and great inconvenience is experix 
enced both by passengers and shippers. Such 
being the case, the project of tha Nippon ' 
Yusen Kaisha bas met with a favourable re- 
ception, from the public, True, it. is not a. 
direct service between Japan and Siam, but as ° 
there are’ two Japanese regular. lines running 
to Hongkong it 1s not difficult to effect a con- 
nection, It is to be. hoped, concludes the 
Nicht Nicki, that the initiative thus taken will,
